The fre was confined ty the 
engine-room and bridge, 

Chief oMlcer of the fire brigude, 
Mr. W J. Gorman, said last night 
that the Leong Bee’s engine-room 
machinery, master’s cabln and 
other parts of the superstructure 
were damaged,

Tho two Generals were proviously reported to have 
joined General Lu Han, Governor of the pro- 
vince, in the defection to the Communists.

Tho spokesman did not give 
dates of tho attacks ond failed 
to give details of tho clashes be- 
tween Kanyan (Kanem) and 
Ngatchiu (Ngaihsien). 


Bandits take 
$1,500,000 
in U.S. holdup 


Boston, January 18. 

Seven bandits wearing 
orange and black masks broke 
into the main vault of Brinks 
Armoured Car Service last 
night and escaped with at least 
$1,500,000 in cash. 

1t wns one of the largest hold- 
ups In United States history. 

The Superintendent of police. 
Edward Fallon. said “Jt je 
$1.500.000 holdup. It might pos- 
sibly be more but I don't know 
vet” 

Superintendent Fallon made the 
estimate after questioning the vic- 
tims of the robbery. Within a few 
hours of the holdup the police 
nicked up and questioned 14 men, 
including two former employees, 
Stanley Kodak and Edwin Brad- 
shaw. 

No charges were placed against 
any of the men and the’ police 
were under orders to bring in any 
person who looked or sounded 
sightly suspicious. Patrolmen also 
were searching tvery parking lot 
and alleyway in the city for some 
sign.of tho abandoned .gotaway 
car.” ; ‘

of recognising Communist China was made yesterday at a press confer- 


ence at the Hong Kong Hotel by Dr. Philip Jessup,

largo, who arrived hore by air from Taiwan on Tuesday aftorhoon. 


Dr. Jessup said he had seen various press comments 
suggesting sucha rift in the firmly established 
co-operation of the Governments of the United 
States, and Britain, and of other Governments 
in the free world because of Britain's recogni- 
tion of the Red regime. 


“Any such conclusion is wholly unwarranted,” ho 


said. 

“Tt is true that in the politi- 
cul rvstem of the Sovict Union 
exact identity of policy is re- 
quired from every Government 
closely assocluted with the 
USSR. The policy is of course 
determined in’ Moscow and 
dictated from Moscow. Any in- 
dependence of thought in any 
other country ls denounced and 
punished, : 


"The basis of co-operation be- 
tween the [ree Governments of 
the world Js entirely different. 
The busis ix mutual Interest and 
a cOminon way , of looking at 
fundamental problems. Tt doen 
not necessitate or require Identity 
of views or action on every ques- 
tion which arises tn International 
relations. We conault freely and 
make our own decisions. If we 
rench different conclusions Ubts 
does not Linpale our bagle friend- 
ship and co-operation.” 

Dr. Jeasup also stated that no 
lotter was sent by President Tru- 
Inin to) | 6 Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek promising further ald 
provided Chiang would carry out 
certaln specified reforms, 

The Roving Ambuessador ro- 
fused to comment on whrt was 
discussed betwean him und tho 
Gencralisstmo in Taiwan on Mon- 
day. He said no commont was 
made at the timo, and ho folt it 
was not appropriate that anything 
should bo Bate. about it now. 

Rogarding United States policy 
in China, Dr. Jessup, In a pre- 
pared statomont, sat his country 
continues to affirm and’ “support 
its traditfonal- policy of ality 
and of defence of China's Indepon- 
dence and integrity. 

“We were the originator of that 
policy, and we will continue to 
advocate it, for we believe that 
free relations between all nations 
78 an important contributing 
factor to u better understanding 
between nations,” said Dr. Jessup. 

Continuing, Dr. Jessup soid no 
single outside nation .can supply 
all the requirements, or make all 
the contributions that a country 
needs for its fullest development 
in the family of nations, and he 
expressed the hope that China 
will continue to requir the 
technological and cultural ald of 
many countrics—not merely onc 
or two—if her development ia 
not to be retarred, and if her 
people are to enjoy the advant- 
ages and improvements that aro 
duc to them. 

A Pressman asked whether 


there were other meusures, short 
of recogni piwhich the United 
States could adopt to combat the 
antl-American propaganda that 
is going on fn China. 

“We do ‘not fecl that recogni- 
tion of the Communist regime 1s 
the only procedura which can bo 
followed,” replied Dr. Jessup. 


“Thore are miany other al- 
ternatives [In forelgn polloy, 
clearly not. taken the position 
and the Unifed, States has 
that recognition must bo follow- 
ed at this time,” | 


Vicious theory © 


Dr. Jessup would. not claborata 
on what .these alternatives word. 
It was o matter of detail of policy 
and planning,-on jwhich he was 
not at liberty. to:commoent. 

He reiterated the United States’ 
opposition  to.- tho Communist 
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garage of the Brinks Incorparrted 
Armoured Trucking Service. ’Uhe 
bandits picked up. oll the money 
they could carry but despite thelr 
huge loot they: left-‘behind more, 
thon $1,000,000° when they. ficd.

Continuing to speak on United 
States polley Dr. Jessup sald: 

“The United States believes 
the people of any country have 
a fundamental right to determine 
thelr own forms of government 
without foreign dictation. Tha 
people do havo the right to 
change thelr form of government, 
but we belleve that change must 
be brought about jby the frecly 
expressed will of the peopic 
themselvcs—not by force. Wel 
know of no way in which «a 
People ican determine and ent- 
ablish thelr own governments ex- 
cept by free and recurring elee- 
lions, in which the people vote by 
secret ballot for thelr own choices 
among several candidvtes. A gov- 
emment clected by such a pro- 
cess da responsible tu the people, 
because the authority of govern- 
ment has been transferred to the 
people ” 

Speaking on other countries in 
Asla, Dr, Jessup said the Interest 
of the United States in the inde- 
pendence of the countries of Ania 
Is genuine and abiding, as may be 
Proved by the history of the past 
150 years. “Within our economic 
capacity, n major factor in deter- 
mining the assistance wo can ren- 
der the people of Asia, is the de- 
gree with which these people are 
Prepared to, support governmenta. 
of their own choosing tn opposi- 
tlon to Communist tyranny,” sald 
Dr. Jessup. A ‘ 


U.S. policy 


Asked what was tho United 
States’ programmo of action for 
South East Asia, Dr. Jossup 
said this wae under considers- 
tlon of Congress, and he could 
not eay what plans, If any, have 
bean decided upon. 


Regarding the amount available 
for this aid programme for Asia, 
originally stated to be US$176,- 
000,000, Dr. Jessup sald the latest 
statement gave the amount as 
US$75,000,000 - only. Final deter- 
mination of how this money ‘is 
going to be spent has hot yet been 
decided by the President. 

Asked if there is Ilkelihood of 
any change in United States’ 
policy to Asla os a result of his 
trip and the recommendations he 
may send home, Dr. Jessup sald 
he would not comment, and in 
any case {t would be presump- 
tuous of him to ssy that his re- 
port alone would influence Uy 8. 
policy, which Is generally not- sd 
easily framed or revised except 
after carcful examination of re~ 
ports from all sources and ail 
angles, . y 
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“After all, I have been out only 
12 days, and thore’sn o tot I haven't 
seen yet,” added Dr. Jessup. 

Ua sald there would be a gene- 
ral meeting of all United States 
missions from the Asian area, to 
bo held ot Bangkok on February 
15, when all aspects of the aren 
would be discussed, and their 
views and conclusiona would be 
sent home to Washington. 


He could not rny what would 
be on the agenda of that confer- 
ence, as so far there has been no 
oMcial statement: 

A Pressman asked Dr. Jcnsup 
whom he would see during his 
stay In Hong Kong, and whether 
nmong them thera were an 
Communists, “You'll have to as 
Mr. Rankin (Mr. Karl L, Rankin, 
the American Consul-Gencral In 
Hong Kong, who was sltting next 
to Dr. Jessup) this. He's arrang- 
ing all the interviews,” repliicd Dr. 
Jessup. 

Mr. Rankin, smiling, replicd 
Communlsts generally don't show 
thelr cards, but as far as he Itnew, 
there were no Communists among 
the intending callers. 

Dr. Jessup added that the 
American oMeinl representatives 
on the spot arrange oll the calls 
and interviews for him, 80 he 
could not say what particular In- 
dividunl ho would or would not 
sca. 

He made this remark aftcr he 
was asked whether he would sec 
Emperoy Bap Dai when he goca 
to Indo-China. Another questioner 
asked Whether he would see the 
reprenentotive of Ho Chih-minh 
In Bangicok. 


Dr. deasup would make no 
comment when ho’ was asked If 
he had.anything to say on tho 
Communist selzure of the 
American consulate in Peking. 
Ho bald the State Department 
‘had already mado an offictal 

statoment on: tho oubjoot, which

A method of reducing light 
eireraft take-off runs by 75 
percent has been demonstrated 
by ‘Mr. 4. B. Bennett on 4 
small. irregularly contolired 
strip of ground at his home Jn 
Katonah, New York. The air- 
craft: wos catapulted down the 
field by twe elastic shock cords 
stretched from the landing gear 
lo two 


stukes buried in the 


ground, 


The normal take-vff run fer the 
Piper Cub used in the denonstra- 


tion ia 250 feet, but the propulsive 
force gained through the use of 
the stretched cords enabled the 
aircraft to leave the ground in 
only 85 feet ot 90 per cent groans 
weight. In the distance usually 
required to clear a 50~foot obs- 
tucle, the catupult-assisted air- 
craft attained an allitude of more 
than 200 feet. 


Mr. Bennett does not suggest 
the technique for inoxperienced 
private pilots, but dbclieves that 
veteran pilots und the military

{ian available to German welfare 
and refugee agencies indleates 
that 400,000 German war  pri- 
soners are stil in Soviet Russin 
as a slave labour pool, the spokes- 
man said. It 1s belleved that these 
men are mostly persona who have 
been found gullty of “crimes 
against humanity” and are to be 
detalned for an indefinite period In 
Russia, he added.
